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Fire End of Year Statistics 

A million-acre season in 
Alaska, a prescribed fire for the 
University of Alaska-Fairbanks, 
and big fires in Nevada and 
Northern California gave Alaska 
Fire Service firefighters a busy 
year. An active lightning sea- 
son, and hot and dry conditions 
kept fires burning with extreme 
intensity. 

The season started with 
wildland-urban-interface fires in 
Southcentral Alaska and 
Fairbanks, which threatened 
residential structures. The 
Donnelly Flats Fire, which 
forced the evacuation of Fort 
Greely required the attention of 
a Type 1 incident management 
team and about 600 firefighters 
and support personnel. When 
season-ending rains came July

15, 75 fires were burning in 
Alaska and more than 530 
firefighters were deployed on 12 
fires. 

Frostfire, a prescribed fire, 
was conducted July 8-10 in the 
Caribou-Poker Creeks Research 
Watershed north of Fairbanks. 
The 900-acre fire was con- 
ducted for the University of 
Alaska, Fairbanks. More than 
50 research teams from the U.S. 
Canada and Japan are studying 
fire behavior and effects of 
wildfire on climate and boreal 
ecosystems. 

In late July , Alaska crews 
began moving to Lower 48 
hotspots. in the Western Great 
Basin, where 1.6 million acres 
burned, and California, with 
more than 700,000 acres 
burned. In all, the Alaska 
Interagency Coordination Center 
sent four Type 1 hotshot crews, 
37 smokejumpers, 11 Type 2 
emergency firefighter crews, 
and 236 overhead personnel to 
the Lower 48. 

The last fire in Alaska, a small 
campfire near the Copper River 
was reported Sept. 29. Latest 
figures for the year show 456 
fires burned 1,006.800.7 acres. 


AFS Visits Villages to Recruit Wildland Firefighters 


BLM’s Alaska Fire Service staff will resume their annual visits to 
Alaska villages this month to recruit people for wildland firefighting 
jobs. Recruiting teams will visit eight villages by the end of October 
and several more in November to tell people about AFS programs and 


Each summer, the AFS hires numerous firefighters to work with the 
Northstar Fire Crew, the Alaska Hotshots crews, fire suppression 
specialists, smokejumpers, dispatch, and many warehouse, clerical 
and other positions. Mike Theisen, superintendent of the Chena 
Hotshot Crew, said this is the third year AFS has recruited in the 
villages. “We have a large pool of experienced people in the rural 
areas who have worked on emergency firefighter crews. These are 
the people we’re recruiting for positions at AFS,” he said. 

Recruiting teams will visit Ruby, Aniak, Galena, Grayling, Nulato, 
Buckland and St. Marys. The recruiters will have job applications 
available at the meetings and provide instruction on how to complete 
them. Applicants should bring work experience records, college 
transcripts or other documents to aid in filling out applications. Re- 
cruiters want to obtain as many applications as possible. Application

Do you really want to drink 
that diet soda or eat that sugarfree 
product? Many researchers refer to 
the artificial sweetener, aspartame, 
also sold as Nutrasweet, Equal, 
Spoonful and Equal Measure, as 
the most dangerous food additive 
on the market.

anxiety attacks, slurred speech, 
loss of taste, tinnitus, vertigo, 
memory loss and joint pain.
